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‘Miracle’ 
remembered 


Local couple says husband’s life 
saved by Our Lady of Fatima

She is 3 feet 4 inches tall, 58 years old and believers say 
she has cured the incurable. She has toured every continent 
but Antarctica, visiting more than 100 countries and drawing 
crowds that number hundreds of thousands of people. 

She is also a statue carved of wood. 

On Monday, the world-famous International Pilgrim Stat- 
ue of Our Lady of Fatima was in Andover, at the Monastery 
of St. Clare on River Road. Hundreds of people streamed in 
all day to see the statue. 

“In India, she brought about 150,000 people,” said Carl 
Malburg, 13-year caretaker of the statue. “The crowd is a lit- 
tle more modest here today.” 

Malburg said Catholics and non-Catholics alike always 
flock to see the strikingly life-like statue of the Virgin Mary 
that many believe has cried human tears, performed miracle 
cures and instantaneously converted people to Catholicism. 
While the Catholic Church neither confirms nor denies the 
statue’s ability to perform miracles, Malburg said that as peo- 
ple of faith, many Catholics believe it has. 

“A statue can’t cry, but God makes these things happen,”

schooling 


Participants say it gives kids 
freedom to pursue interests

Even in Andover, a town people often move to because of the 
public school system’s reputation, some parents each year choose 


to home school their children. 


There are currently 28 students in Andover who are home 
schooled, down from a high of 52 students in 2002, according to 
Assistant Superintendent Marcia O’ Neil's office. Those 28 students 


represent 16 Andover families. 


One of the benefits of being home schooled is being able to study in a familiar setting, say supporters. Kyle Becker, 12, makes 
himself comfortable on a family couch. 


Two of those students are members of the Becker family. 
“T moved to Andover for the schools and didn’t use them,” said 


Barbara Becker, a former teacher with a master’s degree in special 


education. 


She started home schooling her children for two reasons. Her 
children, Cassie, 17, and Kyle, 12, both have summer birthdays, so

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HIGH-TECH SALUTE 


Visitors to Vietnam War memorial will be able to bring up photos, information 
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Memorial will be interactive, allowing 
those with appropriate technology to 
access photographs and 600-word 
biographies of the men who died in ser- 
vice. 

The monument will be unveiled on 
Memorial Day, May 29. 

Seven Andover residents were killed 
in Vietnam. Their names will be 


engraved on the memorial. 

Visitors with a laptop computer or a 
personal digital assistant, like a Palm 
Pilot, can touch an antenna to the gold 
star next to the name and bring up the 
photo and biography, said John Doherty, 
Andover’s veterans services director. 

The information can then be saved to 
the computer or PDA or even sent as an 
e-mail to someone. 

The technology being used is called 


the “memory medallion,” invented by 
Glenn Toothman of Pennsylvania. Tooth- 


man devised the medallion in honor of 


his father, who wanted to be more than a 
dash on a stone, said Mike Colizzi, man- 
ager of Methuen Memorials, the compa- 
ny designing Andover’s monument 

Andover’s Vietnam Memorial will be 
the first in the local area to use the new 
technology. 

“What this allows us is another vehicle 


to offer our families to communicate 
some very intimate things” he said. 

The star is made of a non-corrosive 
metal that has no absorption and takes in 
no sunlight, said Colizzi, so the technolo- 
gy will not be affected by harsh New 
England weather. 

“We're not doing this because we 
can,” said Doherty. He said it will make 
the monument more meaningful, not

said Malburg, who claims to have 
seen cures of blindness with his 
own eyes, and cures of cance! 
“over and over again.” 

But some come to see the Our 
Lady of Fatima Statue for a differ- 
ent reason, said Malburg. Some 
come just out of curiosity. And 
some, like Archie and Claire Care- 
do of Methuen, come to say thank 
you, 

At this time five years ago, 
Archie Caredo was little more than 
a pulse on a hospital bed. Doctors 
had found polyps that resembled 
colon cancer growing inside him, 
and had just performed a surgery 
to remove a foot-long section of his 
intestines, he said. The operation 
could save his life, doctors told him 
and Claire, his wife of 47 years. 
But when the reconnected 
intestines leaked into Archie's 
body after surgery, he quickly went 
into a septic shock that should have 
killed him. It was April Fools Day 
2001. 

A priest was called in to give Archie his 
Last Rites, and Claire told her three grown 
children, David, Steven and Susan, to 
come to the hospital immediately. 

“On April 2, all the doctors told me that 
he wouldn't survive,” said Claire. “They 
said there was no way.” 

The intestinal leak had poi- 
soned Archie’s body, shutting 
down every vital organ but his 
heart and leaving him in a coma. 
The prognosis left the Caredo 
family little hope. 

Despite being told there was 
nothing doctors could do to save 
her husband, Claire, a devout 
Catholic, was determined to keep 
her faith. A customer at the Mar- 
ket Basket where she had 
worked as a cashier for 17 years 
encouraged Claire to remain strong in her 
faith. 

“T told (her) about the surgery,” Claire 
said. “And she gave me two medals with 
Our Lady of Fatima on them.” 

Claire brought the medals bearing the 
image of the statue with her to the hospital 
where Archie lay dying. 

“It was April 3,” she said. “It was the 
first day they started the kidney dialysis. 
That’s when I started with the medals.”

later, the statue came to Andover, about 10 
miles from the Caredo’s Methuen home.) 
In a last ditch effort to save their 
patient’s life, doctors put Archie onto a 
dialysis machine to perform the work of his 
kidneys. In her own last ditch effort, to save 
her husband’s life, Claire pinned 
Our Lady of Fatima onto his 
barely beating chest, and held the 
other medal in her hands, which 
she kept tightly clasped in prayer. 
“T said the Hail Mary over and 
over again,” she recalled. “I kept 
praying to the blessed Mother.” 

Ten days later, to the shock of 

his doctors, Archie awoke. It was 
April 13, 2001, his 66th birthday. 
On that year’s Catholic calendar 
it was also Good Friday, the day 
Christians believe Jesus Christ 
died on the cross so that his followers could 
have eternal life. 
“Now that’s a sign,” Archie said on 
Monday. 

He still remembers the first thing the 
doctor said upon walking into his hospital 
room, astounded to find that he’d all but 
risen from the dead. 

“He asked what brought me back,” 
Archie said. 

For Claire, there was never a question 
what spared her husband from the septic 
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shock that doctors said would kill him on 
April 2, 2001 - the same septic shock that 
would kill Pope John Paul II on that date 
four years later, in 2005. 

“You don’t walk into your grave, kiss 
the angels and come out of it,” Claire said. 
“Tt was a miracle.” 

Malburg agreed, he said, and it was one 
of many miracles he said he has seen or 
been told of during his travels with the stat- 
ue. There have been more than 30 reported 
instances of the statue shedding tears, 
according to Malburg. On one occasion, in 
1972, a scientific analysis determined that 
the tears were human, he said, and this 
claim has been widely reported by believ- 
ers. 

“The file that would allow us to know 
the exact number of times she cried was 
caught in a fire,” he said. “But the last time 
we have photographic evidence was from 
1995 in Indiana.” 

He said miracles have been reported 
ever since she was carved by Jose Thedim 


in 1947. Thedim sculpted her out of 


mahogany based on a description provided 
by Sister Lucia, one of three children 
believed by the Catholic Church to have 
witnessed an apparition of the Virgin Mary 
in 1917 at Fatima, Portugal. 
Thedim’s recreation of the apparition is 
3 feet 4 inches tall, 58 years old, and is 
believed — especially in one

celebrates in school 


Grace Chapel offshoot at tech. school

Grace Point Community 
Church has opened its doors in 
Andover and invites everyone to 
its grand opening on Sunday, 
April 9. 

Weekly services are on Sun- 
days at 10 a.m. in the auditorium 
at the Greater Lawrence Techni- 
cal High School at 57 River Road. 

Pastor Steve Luxa describes 
the church as “not main line.” 

In an effort to connect religion 
to everyday life, he uses video 
clips in his weekly message fo 
parishioners when appropriate. 
Once he used a clip from Family 
Man with Nicholas Cage to 
demonstrate the routine of daily 
life and he has used scenes from 
Panic Room with Jodie Foster to 
discuss issues of security. 

“It’s contemporary at the very 
least,” he said. 

The church does not have an 
organ, but uses guitars, drums and 
keyboards during the service. 
Many of the hymns have been 
musically reworked to make them 
more relevant to the congregation, 
according to Luxa. 

The church is an offshoot of 
Grace Chapel in Lexington. With 
150 members — and Luxa said it is 
growing — the group will eventu- 
ally become independent from 
Grace Chapel, although currently 
its payroll and finances are run 
through the chapel. 

Luxa and his wife Jenny live in 
Andover with their son Samuel, 5. 
The couple is looking forward to 
traveling to Russia this month to 
pick up their newly adopted son 
Benjamin, who is 13 months. 
Luxa has been with Grace Chapel 
for a year, before that he was an 
assistant pastor in New Jersey. 

The church is currently renting 
space from the technical high 
school on River Road, but plans 
to have its own building in the 
future. 

“First we’re concerned about 
building a community,” said 
Luxa. 

The first church service in 
Andover was on Jan. 8, after four 
months of preparation. The 
church began holding weekly ser- 
vices on March 12.

There is a leadership team in 
place to help Luxa, because as he 
said, “I can’t launch a church just 


by myself.” But he adds that all of 


the parishioners have been help- 
ing to get the church off the 
ground. 

The church serves parishioners 
from South Hamilton to Lowell, 
North Reading to Southern New 
Hampshire. 

When asked how many parish- 
ioners the new church can handle, 
Luxa said, “there’s always room 
for one more.” 

At his last job in New Jersey, 
Luxa launched a ministry called 
The Edge, targeting young adults, 
with a focus on making God rele- 
vant for young adults. It’s a mes- 
sage that resonates with Luxa. 
Growing up in Denver, Colo., he 
said he wanted to know God, but 
never felt connected through his 
church experiences. It wasn’t until 
college that he became involved. 

The church welcomes every- 
one to its services and there is no 
dress code. Luxa said he has not 
worn a tie in years, even to 
church, and he expects parish- 
ioners to “come as they are,” so 
long as they feel comfortable.

Housing Authority’s Hajj ends 22-year run 


Last week’s election returned 
familiar faces to office in the 
selectmen and SchooleCommit- 
tee races. But one 22-year 
incumbent did not return. 

Ronald Hajj, Andover Hous- 
ing Authority chariman, did not 
seek re-election after having 
served on the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the AHA for 22 years, 
most of them as chairman. 

One of Hajj’s last official 
duties was the execution of a 
contract for the installation of a 
sprinkler system in the Stowe 
Court Housing Development 
located on Stowe Court in 
Andover. The Stowe Court 
Housing Development was built 
in 1982. It was built hotei style 
without a second method of 


egress for each unit and no 
sprinklers. The AHA success- 
fully applied for emergency 
funds and has been awarded a 
grant by the Massachusetts 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development in the 
amount of $289,774. 

At the March 16 AHA board 
meeting Hajj was presented with 
a plaque from several long time 
tenants of the AHA as well as 
one from the other commission- 
ers in recognition of his many 
years of dedicated service. Sen. 
Susan Tucker offered a citation 
at the State House signed by the 


Senate president and herself 


honoring the many years of ded- 
icated service that Hajj has pro- 
vided to the tenants of the AHA. 


Lowered mercury 

The state Senate has voted 
unanimously to pass legislation 
to stop mercury pollution from 
products such as_ thermostats, 
automobiles, fluorescent lights, 
and electrical switches. An Act 
Relative to Mercury Manage- 
ment, sponsored by state Sen. 
Susan Tucker (D-Andover) and 
Rep. Douglas Petersen (D-Mar- 
blehead) will phase out the use 
of certain mercury-containing 
products that have safer alterna- 
tives and will require manufac- 
turers to set up collection pro- 
grams to keep discarded prod- 
ucts out of the waste stream. 

At times, Pomps Pond on 
Abbot Street has posted warn- 
ings about fishing at the pond 
because of elevated mercury 
levels found in fish. 


Home-care bill 

State Rep. Barbara L’Italien 
(D-Andover) is co-sponsoring a 
bill to improve access to home- 
care services for local seniors 
and people with disabilities who 
want to live in their own homes. 
The bill is meant to make it eas- 
ier to find and hire in-home per- 
sonal care attendants, a process 
many residents and families 
struggle with regularly. By 
establishing a directory of care- 
givers, the legislation will mir- 
ror successful measures taken in 
other states to improve availabil- 
ity of emergency and backup 
home care, said L’Italien’s 
office, in a release. 

The bill now advances to the 
House Ways & Means commit- 
tee after receiving a favorable 
recommendation from the leg- 
islative Health Care Finance 
Committee. Passage through the 
Ways & Means committee is 
often a last step before a bill is 
voted on to become law. 


Downtown ideal? 

A Lowell native experienced 
with municipal downtown plan- 
ning and development will 
speak about movements away 
from conventional zoning on 
Tuesday, April 11 at the 
Andover Historical Society.

Finegold: Add homeless to hate-crime list 


Citing a recent crime in 
which a homeless man was 
assaulted while sleeping on a 
park bench in Boston's North 
End, state Rep. Barry R. Fine- 
gold (D-Andover) has proposed 
legislation that will extend pro- 
tection under Massachusetts' 
Hate Crime Statute to include 
homeless individuals. 

Currently, the Massachusetts 
Hate Crime Statute makes it a 
crime to assault and cause injury 
to an individual with the intent 
to intimidate the person based 
on the person’s race, color, reli- 
gion, national original, sexual 
orientation, or disability. Such 
crimes are punishable by five 
years in state prison and up to a 


building height and mixed use 
with the goal of producing a 
specific type of place. 
According to Manoinan, the 
model place identified by com- 
munities nationwide is the tradi- 
tional New England downtown, 
such as Andover’s, with its mix 
of building types and uses, 
architectural styles, sidewalks 
and parking off Main Street.

“If an individual is assaulted 
in their home, among the many 
charges available to authorities 
are trespass, breaking and enter- 
ing, or perhaps unlawful entry; 
all of these charges ratchet up 
the penalty for the assault. These 
are not available to authorities 
when a homeless person is 
assaulted and as a result, the 
punishment for the suspect may 
not be as severe,” said Finegold 
in a release.

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SCHOOL GRANTS WRITER

The Andover School Department is ready 
to fill a new “grants coordinator” position 
made possible from funds raised by the 
Andover Coalition for Education. The trou- 
ble is, no one has applied to fill it. 

Since March 13, the school department 
has been running advertisements for the 
part-time job in Education Week, a weekly 
newspaper read by educators and school 
administrators, and on the American Associ- 
ations of Grant Professionals Web site. 

As defined in the advertisement, the 
grants coordinator “is responsible for the 
| identification and procurement of competi- 
tive grants from private foundations, corpo- 
rations, and government.” So far, no one has

The Andover High School Drama Guild 
had one problem with their performance at 
the finals of the 2006 Massachusetts Drama 
Festival on Friday night: it was a tad too 
funny. 

Their production of A.R. Gurney’s The 
Dining Room drew so many chuckles from 
the audience at the Back Bay Events Center 
in Boston, that the play went over the 40 
minutes they had to complete it, causing the 
judges to disqualify them. 

“It was a huge house and we were getting 
a lot of laughs that we weren’t getting 
before,” said AHS drama director Susan 
Choquette. “The actors are trained to wait 
for the laughs so the audience can hear the 
next line, which they did, so we went over 
by 10 seconds and weren't eligible to 
advance.” 

Despite their disappointing finish, Cho- 
quette said she couldn’t have been more 
pleased with the six actors and 14 technical 


School crossing guards earn twice as 
much in Andover as anywhere else in the 
area. 

The Andover School Department will 
pay its 13 guards nearly $124,000 next year, 
according to Superintendent Claudia Bach’s 
proposed budget. Their fixed pay rate will 
be $15.79 per 45-minute shift, or about $21 
an hour. Haverhill, Methuen and North 
Andover all pay their guards $10 an hour or 
less. 

“If we're not in line, we need to find out 
why,” School Committee member Arthur 
Barber said. “That’s not spending dollars 
wisely unless there’s a reason.” 

Bach defended the pay scale, saying it’s 
the only way to attract people to a job that 
offers few hours and a disruptive schedule. 

“I don’t know that we would get some- 
body to do that (for $10 an hour),” she said. 

Nine of Andover’s guards are considered 
full time, meaning they work two shifts in 
the morning and two more in the afternoon 
for a total of about three hours a day, Trans- 
portation Director Mim McLaughlin said. 
The four part-time guards work either one 
or two shifts a day each. 

A full-time guard who works every 
school day next year would earn $1 1,369. 


Town has money for grants job, 
but no one is interested in it — yet 


responded to the ad, said Human Resources 
Assistant Rebecca Martinez, but there is still 
plenty of time before applications are due on 
April 28. 

“At that point a screening committee will 
convene in the first week of May to review 
resumes, and we’re hoping to schedule inter- 
views by May 8,” said Martinez, who also 
indicated that a starting date for the job has 
not yet been determined. 

ACE, a foundation designed to raise 
money for educational programs that cannot 
otherwise be funded by the school system, 
has been working since December to acquire 
enough money to pay one year’s salary for 
the grants coordinator. 

“We quietly went to a targeted group of 


hands who carried AHS to the finals for the 
first time in at least three decades. 


potential donors and raised in excess of 
$45,000 from about 30 donors,” said ACE 
and School Committee member Tony James. 
“Tt was a very limited campaign and we’re 
very pleased that it was successful.” 

The salary of the year-round, 20-hour- 
per-week position starts at $40,000 per year, 
commensurate with experience. ACE plans 
to continue to support the grant coordinator’s 
salary after the first year through a series of 
fundraisers, and from some of the grants 
themselves, said ACE leader Arthur Barber, 
another School Committee member. 

“This is not just a one year ‘Let’s give it a 
shot’ deal,” said Barber. “This is a commit- 
ment. This is one of the most exciting things 
that has come along in a long time.”

The crossing guards are not unionized 
but do receive the same annual raises as 
contracted employees. They earn $15.25 a 
shift this year and will receive a 3.8 percent 
increase next year. 

The schools have always used this pay 
scale for crossing guards, Business Manag- 
er Evan Katz said. 

“It’s just historical,” he said. 

The School Department posted signs all 
over town at the beginning of the year look- 
ing for crossing guards. Not many people 
are interested in a job working 90 minutes 
in the morning and another 90 minutes in 
the afternoon, Bach said. 

“It’s very hard to get somebody for a 
couple hours a day,” she said. “That really is 
a disruption to your day for very little 
money.” 

Each of Andover’s schools has between 
one and four crossing guards working dur- 
ing the morning and afternoon drive times, 
depending on its student population and its 
location, McLaughlin said. The School 
Department has historically paid for the 
guards at the private St. Augustine School 
but won't next year to save about $11,000, 
Katz said. 

In North Andover, police have paid for 
the school crossing guards, but Town Man-

ager Mark Rees has recommended the 
School Department pick up the $34,400 
cost next year. 

The guards receive $10 an hour, accord- 
ing to police. 

The Methuen schools are paying $96,700 
for crossing guards this year, but the police 
run the operation. They pay their guards 
$9.68 an hour, Capt. Kristopher McCarthy 
said. In Haverhill, the police and schools 
split the cost and pay $9.60 an hour, Trans- 
portation Supervisor Ellie Marino said. 

Lawrence pays school crossing guards 
$89.40 a week, but their hours vary depend- 
ing on the school where they work, police 
said. A full-time Andover guard makes 
$305 a week. 

Barber had identified crossing guards as 
an area for potential savings in Andover’s 
schools budget, he said, but “one of the 
things I didn’t know is that our pay scale is 
out of line.” 

School Committee member Anthony 
James did not know about the disparity in 
pay between Andover and its neighbors. 
When the committee sets pay scales and 
negotiates contracts, it compares Andover 
to as many as 16 other cities and towns — 
not necessarily its closest neighbors, James

they would be almost the 
youngest in their grades. Her 
daughter Cassie was also a late 
learner, said Becker, and home 
schooling allowed Cassie to 
focus on her strengths, including 
music, rather than get discour- 
aged about her academic 
progress. 

Cassie has caught up with her 
peers academically, but she 
learned at her own pace, said 
Becker. 

Deborah Day Cummings 
started home schooling her son 
Richard, now a freshman in col- 
lege, in first grade when they 
were living in Wellesley. 

“It was colorful, bright and 
comfortable, but still very con- 
trolled,” said Cummings of 
Richard’s public kindergarten in 
Wellesley. “I thought my son 
would end up hating school after 
a couple of years of being told to 
sit still, raise your hand, stand in 
line, go down the hall two by 
two.” 

Cummings also home 
schools her daughter Leila, 16. 

The fact that she home- 
schools her children is not a 
reflection on Andover High 
School, said Cummings, who 
moved in Andover in 1998. In 
fact, her daughter has expressed 
interest in going to the high 
school, although primarily for 
the social benefits. 

“My feeling is, that is part of 
the high school experience, but 
it’s not the purpose of high 
school,” said Cummings. 

Both mothers said they 
believe home schooling allowed 
their children to learn in the best 
way for each of them. Becker 
said Kyle worked best from a 
textbook, while Cassie benefited 
from an instructor from a home 


school cooperative with class 
sizes ranging from four to 15 
students. 

Home schoolers are not 
required to take the MCAS. But 
they are required to take the 
SATs. 

“T just wanted a more flexi- 
ble learning environment,’ said 
Cummings. “I wanted my chil- 
dren to love learning and didn’t 
believe my son would end up 
loving learning if it was in a 
confining conservative environ- 
ment.” 

O’Neil, the assistant superin- 
tendent, said Andover is “very 
supportive of home schoolers.” 
O’Neil approves each home 
schooling plan submitted by 
parents and oversees the plan to 
ensure educational goals are 
met. She says the variety of 
home schoolers in town run the 
gamut from those families who 
travel to Europe for several 
months out of the year to those 
who have home schooled from 
the beginning. 

“Ultimately, you want chil- 
dren in an environment that is 
the most conducive to learning,” 
O'Neil said. 

Said Cummings, “As a 
homeschooler, (Richard) had the 
ability to really dive into the 
subjects fully, to immerse him- 
self in those subjects I don’t 
think he would have been able 
to do in the public school, 
because the schedule would 
have been too focused on other 
requirements to allow him to 
focus where his passion is.” 

Home schooling has also 
given the Cummings flexibility. 

When Becker’s husband was 
assigned in Japan for 16 months, 
the family was able to pick up 
and move. The family has also 
taken two family mission trips 
to Trinidad with their church.

“He loves (college) and | 
think it’s easy because he took 
classes at Middlesex, he knew 
the schtick,” she said. 

But what about the infamous 
teenage rebellion? Is it better or 
worse for homeschoolers? 

“My feeling is that it’s not as 
intense,” said Cummings. “The 
parent and child relationship has 
a closer proximity. They have to 
learn how to negotiate their lives 
with their parents and compro- 
mise more, so than perhaps if 
they spent 70 percent of their 
time with their peers and only 
30 percent with their parents.”

Reorganization plan sputters

The proposal to combine 
four town departments into 
one is dead — at least for this 
year. 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski had wanted to 
create a new Department of 
Community Services, report- 
ing to Assistant Town Manag- 
er Steve Bucuzzo. The new 
department would have 
encompassed Youth Services, 
Recreation Services (the cur- 
rent department of community 
services), Veterans Services 
and Elder Services. 

It was part of an effort to 
reduce the number of depart- 
ment heads reporting directly 
to Stapezynski, now number- 
ing 17. 

But some department heads 
said they never even heard of 
the idea until it was printed in 
the Town Manager's Fiscal 
Year 2007 recommended bud- 
get. Selectmen did not support 
the plan. 

“The conversation | had 
with Buzz is that the reorgani- 
zation is not going to happen,” 
said Selectman Brian Major. 
“Right now the intent is we 
will keep the four departments 
the way they are.” 

Stapezynski, however, said 
the plan is in flux, not dead. 

“It hasn’t been finalized,” he 
said in a phone interview. “I 
think what it pointed out is that 
I hadn’t done enough pre-work 
with (the department heads).” 

Stapcezynski came up with 
the proposal as part of an effort 
to provide greater management 
advocacy for the four service 
departments. He said it is diffi- 
cult for him to give proper 
attention to all of the groups 
that report directly to him. 

But at a meeting on March 
7, several of the managers 
affected spoke out against the 
proposal, saying they didn’t 
understand the reasoning or the 
potential cost savings. 

Bill Fahey, director of Youth 
Services, said he heard about 
the proposed change on Feb. 3, 
the day the budget was printed 
outlining the new reporting 
structure. He said he supports 
any change that will make the 
town more efficient, but ques- 
tioned if this proposal will do 
that. 

Most affected department 
heads seemed glad to hear that 
the plan is not being imple- 
mented. 

“My understanding was that 


they would move more slowly 
so we would all have the vision 
of what it would be to be con- 
solidated,” said Mary Dono- 
hue, director of DCS. “We did- 
n't have time to explore what it 
all meant.” 

Fahey said each of the four 
departments had their budgets 
approved separately this year, 
instead of as one line item as 
would be the case under the 
proposed reorganization. 

“As far as I understand, 
Youth Services is going to 
operate as it always operated,” 
said Fahey. “That’s a good 
thing.” 

Veterans Services Director 
John Doherty said he met with 
Stapezynski on Monday, but 
the issue never came up. But 
he said he’s not surprised. 

“I’m not exactly the engine 
that drives the town,” he said. 
“I’m in my own little world 
here.” 

Fahey said DCS and Youth 
Services used to be a combined 
department when Youth Ser- 
vices was first created. But in 
1999, the departments were 
separated after much discus- 
sion, he said, so that Youth Ser- 
vices could have its own voice 
to advocate for its needs. 

“We just can’t go back,” he 
said. 

Stapezynski said he plans to 
pay more attention to the four 
departments in the near future, 
after Town Meeting. He said he 
has been immersed in the capi- 
tal improvement plan and the 
annual budget so far. 

“I’m looking to getting 
involved with them more per- 
sonally,” he said. “That’s the 
key thing I took away from 
this. It sounds like they need 
my attention.” 

He said the issue of having 
too many direct reports is still 
an issue, but one that he will 
try to work around. 

“All I know is that they’re 
taking a look at what they’re 
going to do,” said Kathy 
Urquhart, director of Elder Ser- 
vices. 

Major said he has offered to 
be a facilitator for the four 
departments, to lead the groups 
through a session in which 
they’re able to look at the goals 
of the reorganization and how 
best to get there. 

He said if the town decides 
to proceed with a reorganiza- 
tion, it is something that should 
be discussed with the Board of 
Selectmen first.

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The Fighting Ground

This book is ideal for history buffs, especially those 
who enjoy historical fiction. 


J ONATHAN IS A YOUNG BOY who lives 20 miles outside 


of Trenton, N.J., during the time of the Revolution- 
ary War. 

Trenton was a site of several confrontations including 
Washington’s famous “Crossing of the Delaware.” 

One morning, the bells at the tavern are ringing; this 
is the signal used to muster 
local troops when enemy 
troops are coming. 

Jonathan’s mother sends 
him to investigate. When he 
reaches the tavern, he learns 
that there is a group of 
enemy troops en route to his 
town. When the corporal 
asks him if he can shoot, he 
replies that he can and he is 
asked to join the small band 
of men trying to stop the 
enemy. 

Avi is a well loved and 
celebrated author of children’s literature. He has won 
the Newbery Medal for Crispin: The Cross of Lead, and 
Newbery Honors for two other books. 

The genres of his writing range from fantasy to mys- 
tery, and historical fiction like The Fighting Ground. 

The Fighting Ground in particular has won the Scott 
O'Dell Award for Historical Fiction. Historical fiction 
has always been one of our favorite genres, and this 
book remains true to the group’s ideals: It is both enter- 
taining and accurately represents revolutionary warfare 
and life as it was in the late 18th century. 

While it is a story of heroism, it is not romanticized 
beyond the point of believability - a flaw in many his- 
torical fiction novels. 

We recommend this book to history buffs of all ages. 
It is however best suited for the 8-to-12 age range. The 
writing style is clear and concise — not flowery, like 
some of Avi’s other books. It is written in language that 
everyone can understand. 

One can view this as either a plus, or a drawback — 
we'll let you make up your own mind. 

Overall, we give this book a seven out of 10. Because 
the events of the book take place in a very short time, 
you don’t become very well acquainted with the charac- 
ters or too involved with Jonathan’s hardships. 

This aside, it is a very entertaining novel and worth 
the time it takes to read it. 

It will be very enjoyable, especially for those who 
have studied or are interested in the Revolutionary War. 

So march on down to your local bookstore or library 
and pick up a copy of The Fighting Ground today! 

Just a fair warning — you might yet some weird looks 
running down the street yelling “The British are com- 
ing!

Sharing his wealth 


Non-traditional education worked for scholarship-setter

AMES “JIM” MCKENNEY MAY HAVE COMe to Andover as a troubled 
J 14-year-old, but he graduated from Greater Lawrence Technical 
School with a scholarship, and has become a successful business- 
man. Now McKenney will help other GLTS students follow similar 
paths. 

McKenney, now 51 and of California, recently donated $20,000 to his 
alma mater, establishing a scholarship for culinary students at the Andover 
school on River Road. He promises to add more in the future. 

Emmylou and Don Danforth of Greenwood Road smile often while talk- 
ing about the evolution of McKenney from their troubled teenage nephew 
from Maine to the company owner he is today. 

The Danforths, who have lived in Andover for 47 years, say McKenney 
is a business success who has never forgotten his roots. McKenney was a 
culinary arts student at GLTS and received a scholarship to the respected 
Culinary Institute of America. 

A 1974 graduate, McKenney said in e-mail that the technical school’s 
non-traditional curriculum was a recipe for success. 

“Traditional education didn’t work for me... I was about to become a 
third-year sophomore when I moved to Andover,’ McKenney said in an e- 
mail from his business in San Francisco. “The technical curriculum was 
what worked for me.” 

As a teenager, McKenney needed a mix of academics and hands-on 
training in a particular field. He believes there are plenty of students still like 
him. Students continue to alternate one week of academics at the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School with one week in a “career shop.” Currently, 
there are 17 career shops and 18 students from Andover are attending the 
school, according to Barbara Parente of the communications office. 

The Danforths said the scholarship gift shows just of slice of their 
nephew’s generosity, as he has other grateful benefactors in California. 
McKenney organizes a Thanksgiving dinner at a church each year for some 
1,000 people, putting his GLTS-learned culinary talents to the test by help- 
ing to cook. He has set up college funds for his nieces and nephews. His 
employees receive a company contributions to their kids’ college funds. 
McKenney owns Goldengate Door & Window Inc., a company that spe- 
cializes in high-end custom installations. 

The Danforths said the charm that has helped him in business was appar- 
ent when he was just a teen — even if it rarely worked so successfully for him 
back then. 

“Oh, he’s got it,” laughed Don Danforth, a one-time Army pilot, while 
reflecting on McKenney’s younger days. 

The couple eventually adopted McKenney. The Danforths’ two children 
were in college when McKenney moved in and the Danforths watched 
proudly as he hit the books, worked at McDonald’s in Andover and grew 
into a professional. They said he was an outstanding athlete and liked motor- 
cycles. His culinary career eventually veered toward sales, and it was clear- 
ly a good move for him. 

“He’s always had a business acumen and when he started out in sales, he 
did very well and it continued that way,” Don Danforth said. 

When the Danforth’s son was diagnosed with leukemia, McKenney, who 
is biologically a son of Emmylou’s late sister, was by the couple’s side. 
John Danforth was a Phillips Academy and Dartmouth College graduate 
who attended medical school in California. John Danforth was a cardiolo-

gist in California at the time of his death and his parents spent his last four 
months at his bedside. 

“Tt was Jim who came every night with a hot meal for us,” said Emmy- 
lou Danforth. “That’s the kind of person he is.” 

A single workaholic, McKenney made time to return to Andover sever- 
al weeks ago and presented his $20,000 scholarship check in person. School 
officials were delighted. While alumni have been generous with mentoring 
and career programs, the scholarship check was somewhat unique. 

Superintendent-Director Frank Vacirca said announcing the scholarship 
sends a great message to current students. 

“To use education to become successful sends a clear message and that’s 
great,” Vacirca said. “He is honoring us.” 

“Education is my thing as it’s the spring board to anyone’s success,” said 
McKenney.

More than 1.3 million juniors in nearly 21,000 US 
high schools entered the 2006 National Merit Pro- 
gram by taking the 2004 Preliminary SAT/National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test (PSAT/NMSQT).

A new world issue is selected each year as the 
focus of the program. The topic for this year’s 20th 
anniversary session, “The Politics of Fear in Asia,” 
will be terrorism and security in the continent of Asia. 

Governor Dummer Academy has been involved 
with the EPIC program since its beginning, sending 
students to discuss world issues with people from 
schools around the country. 

The symposium is directed by Tufts students who 
have been actively studying the topic all year. 

Before the conference, students submit position 
papers on topics pertaining to the issue from the view- 
point of their school’s assigned role. 

This year, GDA will represent Taiwan on issues 
such as security, terrorism, pandemics, moderniza-

— ABOUT HOW MUCH money should be 
spent on the Andover schools will continue 
through Town Meeting. It’s an important debate for 
the town, but let’s not lose sight that there is plenty of 
good work going on in the Andover schools now. 
Money is rarely the sole solution to anything. The 
academic support offered by family, community and 
the schools themselves continues to pay dividends 
and deserve praise. 

Need examples? Middle schools in the Merrimack 
Valley form teams of two schools each and compete 
against one another annually. The event, which pairs 
kids from one Andover and one Lawrence school to 
form a team for instance, is called the Academic 
Bowl. At the end of this year’s season, teams with 
Andover’s Doherty Middle, West Middle and Wood 
Hill Middle schools finished first, second and third 
out of the nine teams. 

Sticking with the middle schools, Krishnan Chan- 
dra, a West Middle student, will represent the state of 
Massachusetts in the National Geographic Bee for 
the third straight year. The bee, hosted by Alex Tre- 
bek of Jeopardy! fame, is open to middle-school stu- 
dents only, and Chandra has been the best geography 
student in the state during his entire middle-school 
career. The Andover High Drama Guild advanced to 
the finals of a state competition for the first time. 

Such students deserve the credit for their success; 
their commitment makes it possible. But such suc- 
cess is difficult without special support from family, 
from teachers and from others. 

Superlative work is occurring in our schools now — 
thanks not only to financial support, but to a true 
belief in the importance of education.

Town’s budget problems begin at the negotiating table 


Wetlands 
protection 


Editor, Townsman: 

I understand that Michael 
Gillis is frustrated with the 
approval process to build near 
wetlands (“Cabana neighbor 
seeks end to wetlands bylaw,” 
March 30). But repealing the 
town’s wetlands bylaws is not 
the correct thing to do. Gillis 
should work to streamline the 
process rather than seek the 
elimination of the bylaws, 
which have been put in place to 
ensure the environment is pro- 
tected. 

The approval process should 
not be short changed. The 
process, with its built-in safe- 
guards, will make certain a well 
informed decision is made by 
gathering and evaluating all the 
facts. Damage to the environ- 
ment can happen quickly but 
requires a much longer, and 
expensive, time to correct. 
Reviewing the relevant data for 
each individual project before 
building begins should lessen 
the possibility of enduring a 
long, drawn out and potentially 
expensive process to correct 
problems. 

Repealing local bylaws will 
not eliminate any of what Gillis 
views as unnecessary bureau- 
cracy, as there are state regula- 
tions that will still need to be 
followed. As the amount of 
available building space 
decreases in town, we should 
be careful not to eliminate 
existing safeguards. Andover’s 
long-standing concern for con- 
servation and preservation of its 
wetlands and open spaces 
should be continued.

Editor, Townsman: 

After watching recent meetings to hammer out 
the town budget, several thoughts come to mind. 
The first is that a lot of dedicated folks put forth an 
extraordinary effort in the annual process. I am 
certain that most of us appreciate and compliment 
those who participated for their time and their sin- 
cere and honest contributions. 

Looking inside the proposed budget, we again 
see that the major portion of the dollars is ear- 
marked for salaries and benefits. These two items 
alone will consume over 60 percent. Most of the 
salaries and benefits are the result of contract 
negotiations with one union or another. Given that 
the negotiating process is not going to change and 
since it is the area where a major portion of our tax 
dollars go, I suggest that we, as a town, ought to 
take a hard look at the process to see if there is any 
way that we might better control the salary and 
benefits “whirlwind.” 

From time to time, I read in these pages and 
elsewhere, letters from union heads regarding their 
position favoring another perceived need. Their 
pleadings are always well developed, forcefully 
presented and, from their perspective, without 
valid counterargument. 

If we look at the growth in salaries, benefit 
packages and retirement costs seen in the town’s 
budgets year after year, we see incredible escala- 
tion. In short, the growth in the town’s budget and 
the resultant ever-increasing property tax burden 
has reached a point of unacceptability to many, 
many folks. First it was a few seniors on fixed 
incomes complaining, then it was a few working 
folks with lower incomes. Nowadays, if you listen, 
you hear folks at all levels of income expressing 
concern and exasperation. 

Given the situation, we would be well served, 
as taxpayers, to take a hard look at who represents 
the town at the negotiating table. Is it the town 
manager? Is he assisted by anyone? The answers 
to these questions are less important than how well 
prepared and equipped by reason of one’s stature, 
presence and negotiating skills, is our negotiating 


team. Does it have the assuredness and confidence 
to articulate strong positions? Now I am no expert 
on the negotiation process but I have participated 
in more than a few “wars” and I have some basic 
questions and observations that I think are ger- 
mane. For what they are worth, I offer them in sin- 
cere hope that they may be of some value. 

First, how do we prepare for negotiations? Are 
there dry runs with knowledgeable “stand-ins” 
arguing the union’s side and raising what its issues 
will be in order to better prepare “our team”? To 
what extent do we engage professional negotiators 
to, as a Minimum, assist and advise us during the 
preparation process? Are the selectmen present to 
aid and better hone the skills of our negotiation 
team? Now, I could go on, but I am certain the 
point is understood. I offer these thoughts only in 
an effort to strengthen our position — not to call 
anyone’s abilities into question. From my perspec- 
tive, negotiating is a tough business and whoever 
represents us needs to be as prepared as we, as a 
town, can possibly make them. Strength of posi- 
tion, and an ability to articulate that position with 
knowledge, courage and conviction is essential at 
the table. 

What good does it do anyone, to reach “agree- 
ment” on salary and benefits that cannot be sus- 
tained because of the “pain and angst” it imposes 
on the taxpayers? The result is a scramble to elim- 
inate positions and cull staff because of a desire to 
respond to the overtaxed citizenry. How much bet- 
ter it would have been for both parties to recognize 
at the negotiating table that the town does have a 
limit and act accordingly. It does little good to hire 
folks one year only to dismiss them the next. Such 
“roller coaster” management (if it can be called 
management at all) impacts us all and certainly 
leaves the town’s workforce looking over its col- 
lective shoulder. Town employee morale, attitude 
and job performance is adversely impacted. Not a 
good situation. Is it avoidable? Yes, and it starts 
right at the negotiating table.

Editor, Townsman: 

Andover High School 
teacher Dr. Ron Francis recently 
wrote an article defending 
Hamas, a Palestinian group clas- 
sified by the US government as 
a terrorist organization, against 
“media bias." 

Decent people around the 
world are busy condemning 
Hamas, a group whose official 
charter states, “The time will not 
come until Muslims will fight 
the Jews (and kill them); until 
the Jews hide behind rocks and 
trees, which will cry: ‘O Mus- 
lim! There is a Jew hiding 
behind me, come and kill him.’” 

Francis is a member of the 
organization Somerville Divest- 
ment Project (SDP), a local pro- 
Palestinian group that seeks to 
force Somerville to divest 
money from Israel bonds. 

In a letter posted on the SDP 
Web site (www.divestmentpro- 
ject.org/media_bias.shtml), 
Francis criticized news media 
coverage of Hamas. Not once in 
the entire article did Francis con- 
demn Hamas’ terror tactics or its 
anti-Semitic ideology. Instead, 
he mentioned a “silver lining” in 
the murderous organization’s 


rise to power [by winning the 
recent Palestinian parliamentary 
elections]. “Well folks,... we 
have our work cut out for us... 
the silver lining though is that 
Hamas victory does provide 
great opportunity to educate peo- 
ple about Palestine through our 
literature and talking to people,” 
wrote Francis. 

It is difficult for me to remain 
unbiased regarding this issue. 
Not only am I a former student 
of Francis, but I have personal 
experience with Hamas. On Jan. 
29, 2004, a bomb exploded on 
the street I was living on in 
Jerusalem. At first I thought my 
fiancee (now my wife) might 
have been killed, and minutes 
later I ran to the scene. I saw a 
decimated bus (blown up by a 
Palestinian homicide bomber), 
with corpses and body parts 
strewn around the street. There 
was blood everywhere, and those 
who were wounded struggled 
and screamed in pain. Eleven 
human beings lost their lives in 
that attack on my former street, 
and 44 people were wounded. 
Hamas proudly claimed respon- 
sibility for the bombing. 

This is one of many terrorist 


attacks that Hamas, the organi- 
zation that Ron Francis defends 
from alleged media bias, has 
perpetrated. Francis’ defense of 
this organization, and his 
involvement with the SDP in 
Somerville, raises some trou- 
bling questions: How can a 
teacher defend a group that 
deliberately murders civilians, 
including children? Is a defend- 
er of an anti-Semitic terror orga- 
nization fit to teach students? 
Does Francis plan on expanding 
the SDP into Andover? Why 
does Francis, an outspoken 
advocate of free speech, defend 
a group that chooses bombings 
over dialogue? 

I hope that all decent people 
who want peace in the Middle 
East (as I do), who think that 
hate has no place in Andover, 
and who desire dialogue and 
free speech over murder and 
bombings, will publicly and 
loudly condemn Francis’ 
extremist, radical and immoral 
statements and views.

In the movie thriller Crimson 
Tide, Lt. Commander Hunter 
debates with Captain Ramsey 
about the purpose of war. The 
two naval officers agree war is a 
continuation of politics by other 
means. However, Hunter further 
observes that while war serves a 
political purpose, it also serves 
itself. And when nuclear 
weapons are involved, there is no 
winner. But that discussion is 
merely a work of fiction. 
With the insurgency expand- 
ing in Iraq and more terrorist 
| threats and killings around the 
world being reported almost 
every day, the media talks about 
the “clash of civilizations,” There 
is a dichotomy between what the 
US says about terrorism and what 
is being independently reported. 
Who do you believe? 

Now the Guardian Unlimited, 
a United Kingdom newspaper, is 
reporting about a new Pentagon 
plan seeking to address the ram- 
pant worldwide violence we see. 
It speaks of an unspecified enemy 
seeking to “destroy our way of 
life.” It speaks not of a “war on 
terror,” but a “Long War.” 

For nearly 50 years, the US 
dealt with the Cold War, a very 
real threat of nuclear annihilation 
with the capacity to vaporize 
cities and render vast areas unliv- 
able for centuries. The threat 
essentially ended 15 years ago 
with the dissolution of the Soviet 
Union, major efforts towards 
détente achieved, and a long term 
: effort to resolve our political dif- 
ferences through dialogue and 
diplomacy. 

For a while, the world took a 
step away from the edge. 

Now terrorism has been mar- 
keted to the American people as 
1 the new enemy No. 1, with the 

expectation that it will metasta- 
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size into a decades-long military 
effort, with the US bearing the 
brunt of the cost. The Long War 
plan seeks to expand capabilities 
for waging war that are not limit- 
ed in time or in location. The plan 
seeks “extraordinary legal author- 
ities and political powers” (read 
as a disregard for the United 
Nations and international law) to 
arrest terrorism wherever and 
whenever problems arise. Finally, 
it seeks to promote international 
military cooperation well beyond 
that seen today. 

Just for starters, the proposed 
military budget for 2007 is 
reported to be $513 billion - 
that’s more than a half a trillion 
dollars, more than twice the rev- 
enues reported by Wal-Mart last 
year. Simply mind boggling. 

A long and endless war with 
terrorism is what the Pentagon 
believes to be the means to victo- 
ry. What kind of victory? Do we 
eliminate extremism with bombs 
and guns? Or will our actions 
merely confirm what religious 
extremists believe about the 
West? The Greeks tried it, and so 
did the Romans. Their actions 
reflected an arrogance of invinci- 
bility and unquestioned certainty 
about the means and methods to 
achieve political ends, world 


In the nuclear world, war is the enemy 


understanding or disregard for 
history, a strong sense of fear and 
uncertainty, and the unwilling- 
ness or inability to bridge social, 
cultural and religious differences. 

As Bob Herbert, NY Times 
columnist recently observed, for- 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, a distinguished military 
leader, warned us in 1961 about 
the rising military-industrial com- 
plex. He warned us, but we 
haven't listened. 

By keeping Americans in a 
constant state of fear, war 
becomes the inevitable means to 
counter the enemy, whoever or 
whatever it may be. The military- 
industrial complex has become so 
well entrenched that we aren't 
aware of the tremendous financial 
and political power it wields. 

Now, with the prospect of war 
everlasting, our way of life and 
our democracy are in more peril 
than any terrorist could hope to 
achieve. Where is the money to 
help provide health insurance for 
all, or prescription drug coverage 
for seniors, or world-class public 
education? It’s all tied up with

We urge the Board of Selectmen and Finance 
Committee to consider new options that would 
allow the school budget to be restored to the 
level our School Committee members, our 
superintendent, her principals and business man- 
ager believe are essential. Some of the ideas our 
members suggest include partnering with other 
local towns to seek better rates and exploring 
other types of health-insurance options; to care- 
fully scrutinize all “assistant” positions within 
our town government to determine which are 
essential and which are nice to have; to further 
scrutinize the town’s capital improvement bud- 
get to determine which repairs and maintenance 
are essential versus nice to have. Finally, state 
support for special education needs to be 
increased.

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Fall meeting discussed 
for youth center vote

Singer Petula Clark had a hit 
single with “Downtown” years 
ago. Youth center supporters 
say the new location of the pro- 
posed center — downtown — is 
also a hit. But residents won't 
here any talk about the youth 
center at this year’s Town 
Meeting, as supporters put 
together a plan that might be 
debated in the fall. 

An article asking voters to 
approve $900,000 to pay for 
site work for a youth center 
will be withdrawn from the 
Town Meeting warrant. 

“We could have jammed it 
through, but we didn’t want to 
do that,” Jerry Silverman, a 
youth center supporter and 
member of the Andover Youth 
Foundation said. 

Youth center supporters and 
a sub-committee of selectmen 
and School Committee mem- 
bers met Monday night to map 
out the post-Town Meeting 
action plan for the project. 
Selectman Brian Major said 
they are pushing for a Special 
Town Meeting this fall to pre- 
sent plans to voters. 

- “Tt was a great meeting with 
a lot of energy,” Major said. 
“We came up with a list of 
actions that various groups are 
doing and we hope to have 
everything done by early June. 

“It’s live and kicking,” he 
said. “There is tremendous sup- 
port around town for this site.” 

The action list covers many 


areas of concern, including 
traffic, construction impact and 
a determination of who will use 
the new center. Major, who is 
the selectman representative on 
the sub committee along with 
John Hess, also said a public 
meeting on the project will be 
held after Town Meeting. 

The very first step is to get 
support from the School Com- 
mittee. That board needs to 
transfer the site to selectmen. 
Then, all the paperwork on the 
former site in West Andover 
needs to be closed out, Major 
said. 

The proposed privately 
funded youth center was 
planned for town-owned land 
on Ledge Road in West 
Andover. That site is near Dey- 
ermond Field, home base for 
Andover Little League. But, 
some Andover Youth Founda- 
tion members have said they 
were concerned about the safe- 
ty of building a youth center so 
close to the former town dump, 
which needs to be recapped, 
and so far from the downtown. 

Downtown is an easier sell 
for the center’s fund raisers, 
who have said their collections 
stalled at abut the $3 million 
mark because of the West 
Andover location. 

“Once selectmen and 
School Committee bless it, 
people will come out behind 
it,’ Major said of the new site. 
“There is a lot of enthusiasm 
for downtown.”

The Rev. Donald McKenzie 
Williamson, 72, of Andover, 
died Saturday, March 25, at 
Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal, Boston, after a brief bout 
with acute leukemia. 

He was born in Memphis, 
Tenn., on Feb. 13, 1934. He 
grew up there and graduated 
from Southwestern-at-Memphis 
(now Rhodes College). 

After graduating with a mas- 
ter’s degree in divinity (optime 
merens) from the University of 
the South (Sewanee), he was 
ordained to the Episcopal Dea- 
conate in June 1960 and to the 
Priesthood on Feb. 2, 1961. 

He graduated from Suffolk 
Law School in 1976. 

After serving parishes in Ten- 
nessee and Missouri, he held 
jobs in the public sector, the last 
being as senior staff attorney 
and supervisory attorney at the 
US Office of Hearings and 
Appeals, Boston, from 1982 to 
2000, when he retired. 

During these years, he served 
on committees of the United 
Way of Mass Bay. 

After coming to Massachu- 
setts in 1971, Rev. Williamson 
served the Episcopal Diocese of 
Massachusetts in numerous 
ways. 

He was interim rector/vicar at 
Trinity Church, Haverhill, on 
two occasions, at St. Stephen’s 
Church, Boston, and at the 
Parish of Christ Church, 
Andover. 

While at St. Stephen’s 
Church he founded the St. 
Stephen’s Legal Assistance 
Fund to help parishioners and 
neighbors who lacked resources 
with legal problems. 

He assisted at Grace Church, 
Lawrence, at St. Paul’s Church 
in North Andover, and most 
recently at St. James Church, 
Groveland. 

Over the years, the Rev. 
Williamson was tireless in his 
efforts on behalf of the Hispanic 
Episcopal community, notably 
at St. Stephen’s Church and 
Iglesia San Juan in Boston and 
at Grace Church, Lawrence. 

He also served on Diocesan 
committees, including the His- 
panic Ministry Committee, the 
Committee on Strategy for 
Diocesan Resources, the Dioce- 
san Mission Committee and the 
Committee on Aid to Parishes 
and Missions.

He also had served 
as chairman of the Faith Rela- 
tions. Committee of Greater 
Lawrence Habitat for Humanity 
and on the Housing Partnership 
Committee of the Town of 
Andover. 

He was involved with the 
Merrimack Valley Project while 
serving at Grace Church and at 
St. Paul’s Church. At the time of 
his death, the Rev. Williamson 
was a member of the Jobs With 
Justice Workers’ Rights Board.

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Co-director of the documentary ‘Born into Brothels’ 


Academy Award-winning filmmaker 
visits Phillips to screen his documentary

ESIDENTS AND PHILLIPS ACADEMY 
students have a chance this week 
to meet Academy Award-winning 
filmmaker Ross Kauffman, co- 
director of the documentary Born into 
Brothels. 

Kauffman is visiting Phillips Academy 
this week for a screening of his film and to 
meet with students. He has been named the 
school’s 2006 Kayden Visiting Artist. 

Born into Brothels is the true story of 
children in Calcutta’s red light district, who, 
through the help of American photojournal- 
ist Zana Brisky, began to document their 
lives through film. 

Kauffman served as the film’s co-direc- 
tor, producer, cinematographer and co-edi- 
tor. 

The film won an Academy Award for 
Best Documentary Feature in 2005. It also 
received the Sundance Film Festival Audi- 
ence Award for 2004, LA Film Critics Best 
Documentary for 2004 award and the 
National Board of Review Best Documen- 
tary Award in 2004. 

Kauffman will be at Phillips through 
tomorrow, April 7. 

Born into Brothels was scheduled to be 
shown Wednesday, April 5 at 7 p.m. in 
Kemper Auditorium, in the Elson Art Cen- 
ter on the Phillips campus. The event was 
free and open to the public. 

Organizers scheduled a question-and- 
answer session with Kauffman after the 
viewing, followed by a reception. 

“I’ve taught in different settings,” Kauff- 
man said. “It’s always different, always a 
challenge. I'll impart whatever wisdom | 
have about the documentary-film process.” 

He once said in an interview that he orig- 
inally passed on Brisky’s project because he 
didn’t want to be a poor, struggling film- 
maker for the next three to five years. When 
he’s reminded of that statement, he laughs. 

“I’m not poor, but I’m definitely not 
rich,” he said. “It’s always a struggle. One 
does not go into documentary filmmaking 
for the money.” 

Ultimately, Kauffman did team with 
Brisky in 2001. It was, he said, his first 
commercial venture after being a film editor

for the previous eight years. 

He said he will never go back to film 
editing. 

“Tt was like taking a piece of clay and 
working and molding it for months on end,” 
he said. 

The downside was that the job was lone- 
ly, sitting in a room alone for weeks and 
months at a time. 

As a documentary editor, he worked on 
films for National Geographic and the Dis- 
covery Channel.

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Based in New York City, Kauffman plans 
to continue producing and directing films. 

He is currently working on two docu- 
mentaries. One, called Project Kashmir, 
focuses on war-torn Kashmir. The other film 
follows a mosaic artist in Philadelphia, and 
his struggles as an artist and as a man with a 
family. That movie is directed by Jeremiah 
Zagar. 

Both films should be released in 2007. 

Making his award-winning film was dif- 
ficult, said Kauffman. First, because mak- 
ing a film “‘is always hard,” but also because 
he and Brisky dated but broke up while 
making the movie. 

The two have no plans to work together 
in the future, he said. 

Brisky began photographing prostitutes 
in Calcutta in 1998. More than 7,000 
women and girls work as prostitutes in Cal- 
cutta’s red light district. Brisky got to know 
the prostitutes’ children while living in the 
brothels for months at a time. 

She soon decided to see what life was 
like through the eyes of these children, 
many of whom were terrorized and abused. 
She began to teach the children photogra- 
phy and the result is a collection of pho- 
tographs that shows life as these children 
know it. 

Today, Brisky heads an organization 
called Kids with Cameras and visitors to the 
Web site www.bornintobrothels.com can 
buy the children’s photographs and read 
about the history of the project. The group is 
also raising funds to build a school campus 
specifically for the children in the red light 
district, as these children are usually not 
welcome in the Calcutta schools. 

The organization has raised $200,000 so 
far, said Kauffman. 

There are success stories already about 
some of the children featured in the movie. 
One student came to the US and attends 
school in New Hampshire. Others are thriv- 
ing as well. But there is a caveat. 

“Every day it changes for these kids,” 
said Kauffman. 

An exhibition of the children’s pho- 
tographs is on display through April 17 at 
the Gelb Gallery at Phillips, located in 
George Washington Hall.

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Peary leads extreme Arctic adventure 


Some people are born with 
an exploring spirit. Such was 
the case of Robert Edwin 
Peary. 

By the 1880s, most of the 
land areas on earth had been 
explored. But no one had 
reached the North Pole. Yet. 

Peary was a civil engineer 
and surveyor. He joined the 
United States Navy and sur- 
veyed possible routes for a 
canal across Central America. 
While he was in steamy Nica- 
ragua, he dreamed about ex- 
ploring the Arctic. 

He took a leave from the 
Navy in 1886 to explore 
Greenland. 

Peary met Matthew 
Henson, another Navy engi- 
neer. Henson was an African- 
American. He had left home 
to work as a cabin boy ona 
ship and became an expert on 
world travel. Henson became 
Peary's assistant and most 
trusted friend. 

They made several Arctic 
expeditions mapping Green- 
land and the ocean around it. 

Peary discovered that 
Greenland was an island. He 
realized that the North Pole 
was located in the Arctic 
Ocean. 

Travel on the polar ice cap 
is dangerous. The ice moves 
and breaks. It develops huge 
ridges and cracks. 

Perry vowed to reach the 
North Pole. It would take 18 
years and three tries.

Peary and Henson studied 
how the Eskimos (called 
Inuits) survived in the cold 
They learned how to handle 
dog sleds, build igloos and 
dress in furs.

Peary lost eight toes to 
frostbite but that didn't slow 
him down. He used his explo- 
rations to gain skills

camps and stationed supplies 
along the route 

Peary and Henson fell 
short of the North Pole in 
1902 and 1906. They did not 
quit. 

Peary's final trek to the 
North Pole started from New 
York City on July 6, 1908. 
Their ship, the Roosevelt, was 
made to break through ice and 
be frozen in the ocean over 
the winter. A group of Inuits 
and over a hundred sled dogs 
crowded on the ship as they 
sailed north into the dark 
Arctic winter 

They spent the winter iced 
innear Ellesmere Island. Dur- 
ing that time, they made 
equipment and clothing 

The team set out for the 
pole on March 1, 1909. It in- 
cluded 24 men, 19 sleds and 
133 dogs 

Peary and five other men, 
Henson, Oatah, Egingwah, 
Seegloo, and Ookeah, made 
the final push to the North 
Pole. On April 6 they set up 
camp near the Pole. 

On April 7, Peary wrote in 
his diary, “The Pole at last!!! 
The prize of 3 centuries, my 
dream and ambition for 23 
years. Mine at last..." 

Peary received many hon- 
ors. He is buried in Arlington 
National Cemetery. Henson is ; 
buried nearby.
